The theme 
fortheMarchis, “Family, Community, People: 
United For Progress”. “This call is notjust 
to have a March, but it is a summons to 
African Americans regardless of gender, 
‘age, income, education, urban, suburban, 
employed, unemployed, students, seniors, 
etc....”, said Larry Hamm, New Jersey Coa- 
ition Chairman. 

“Many have asked what the march is 
about, whatis itfor. Whatare we uniting for 
and going to work for? The ultimate goal of 
the march is to “lift up a standard for our 
people” said the Rev. Reginald Jackson, 
‘march Chairman. Family breakdown, teen- 
age pregnancy, crime, drugs, violence, 
school dropoutandstudentperformance as 
wellasanacceptance of mediocrity all point 
to a lowering of standards or values from 
when many of us were growing up. It is 
imperative that we lit up a standard for our 
people,” he added.

Black publishers meet with 
under secretary of Defense 


WASHINGTON, DC—Most 
people understand that the mission of 
the United States Department of De- 
fense (DOD) is to protect Americas’ 
national security. However, many are 
not familiar with the range of activities 
that support this mission. 

Earlier thismonth, members of the 
National Newspaper Publishers As- 
sociation met with the Defense’s se- 
nior advisor on personnel policies, 
Edwin Dorn, Under Secretary of De- 
fense for Personnel and Readiness. 
Dom provided an informative over- 
view of ten different ways to look at 
the Defense Department. 

He emphasized the need for con- 
tinued outreach between DOD and 
the African-American community and 
addressed issues of immediate con- 
cern to African Americans, including 
jobs, contracts, and affirmative ac- 
tion. 

One of the most senior African- 
American officials at the Pentagon, 
Dorns’ purview includes some of the 


most complex activities in the Defense 
Department. He advises the Secretary 
of Defense on policies related to re- 
cruiting, training, compensation and 
quality of life for 3.3 million active 
duty, Guard, Reserve and civilian per- 
sonnel. 

Dom described his oversight re- 
sponsibility of the 484 military com- 
missaries and exchanges and 135 de- 
pendent schools worldwide as “the 
equivalent of being the CEO of two 
Fortune 500-sized companies and run- 
ning the largest school system in the 
country.”
